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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Claim 8 recites that the first and second layer are disposed in series between the input waveguide and the 
grating array. Lin teaches the first layer (32) and then the second layer (26) next in the cross-section and then another first layer (32). 
This does not mean the two layers are not in series. An electrical analogy would be if two resistors and a capaitor were in series between 
two nodes. Just because there is a capaicator also, does not mean that the two resistors (or two layers) are still not in series with each 
other. The same argument can be made with regard to claim 3. Just because there is another layer between the second layer and 
grating does not mean the second layer does couple the first layer to the grating. The second layer plays a part in the physical coupling 
of the first layer to the second layer since the first layer abuts the second and second abuts another layer that abuts the grating. All of 
these layers couple each other from one side to the grating. 
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
